THE RAILROAD STRIKERS.

New York, April T. & dispatch was received 
today at the headquarters of the railroad con- 
tractors on the New York, Ontario & Western 
Railroad, setting forth that the strike on the 
Newberry, Kingston, and Cornwall Divisions was 
extending along the line porthward. The 
contractors at Kingston positively re- 
fused to accede to the demands of the 
men for an increase. As soon as the men lett 
and the work was entirely abandoned, the con- 
tractors immediately sent agents to otber sec- 
tions of the road for Itaiian laborers 
to take the place of the strikers, who 
had been paid $1.35 and $1.50 a day.

How many 
criminals who have plenty of money are 
found guilty and sent to the penitentiary or 
the gallows by the courts outside of Chicago ? 
Let Allen or any of the criminal lawyers who 
signed the majority report answer the ques- 
tion if they dare. They know that there are 
no such criminals in the Illinois Peniten- 
tiary, and that no such murderers are ever 
hung in Illinois. 

As long as a criminal’s money holds out he 
is in but little danger of the State’s prison, 
no matter What may be his crime. This 
shamefu! fact is true in all parts of the State. 
There are so many loopholes in our criminal- 
practice acts, purposely made so by justsuch 
legislators as Alien, Chafee, White, Yancey, 
et al., that the Stronger class of criminals 
easily break through and escape by the aid 
of successful criminal lawyers.” The 
criminal laws of Illinois are framed to pun- 
ish the weak, friendless, and moneyless law- 
breakers. What is called a poor man” can 
be got into the penitentiary, if guilty, with- 
out mach effort, and as quickly as the State’s- 
Attorney desires. The law is quite strong 
enough for such poor, impecnnious devils. 
But let any felon have a pocketful of money 
to expend in feeing ¢riminal lawyers,no mat- 
ter how deep in dye may be his crimes, his 
counsel will find flaws enough in the law to 
get him clear. The LIllinvis statutes are 
fraudulently fixed to secure the escape, in 
one way or another, of every villain with 
plenty of money to hire lawyers. This is 
the ugly truth, and it is aburning disgrace on 
the law of the State. And yet such persons 
as signed that majority report have the au- 
dacity to allege that our criminal laws “ se- 
cure substantial justice.” 

Their maxim is, Let no loophole be 
closed whereby a guilty man may es- 
cape—if he has money. As long as his cash 
holds out to pay lawyers’ fees he must not be 
sent to Joliet or Chester. Society has no 
rights that we will respect In the cases of 
wealthy or influential felons.”’ 


MR. KASSON AND THE IOWA FARMERS. 

Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, holds a conspicuous 
position in Lowa politics and to some extent 
in National politics. He is a member of the 
Committee on Ways and Means in the House 
of Representatives, and bas recently pre- 
sented himself before the country as an of- 
fensive and persistent advocate not only of 
the present infamous tariff on steel, but as 
one demanding that that tariff shall be 
enormously increased. The Republican State 
of Iowa has had no doubtful opinions on 
this subject, aud the Legislature of Iowa 
has on more than one occasion of late years 
memorialized Congress asking the repeal, or 
at least reduction, of tariff duties on 
steel. Mr. Kasson, having been out of the 
country, bas not possibly known anything 
on this subject. 

If there be one thing, however, which the 
people of lowa—and Iowa fs a commuuity of 
farmers—feel of more consequence to them 
directly as a body than another it is the ques- 
tion of barbed-wire fencing. The owners of 
the barbed-wire patents have made a combi- 
nation, under the lead of Moen & Washburn, 
of Worcester, Mass. They have compelled 
all the manufacturers of barbed wire for 
fencing to take out licenses. The farmers of 
Iowa have held repeated conventions on this 
subject, and finally formed a corporation, and 
under one of the patents undertook to manu- 
facture barbed wire. With the usual dexter- 
ity of monopolists, injunctions were obtained 
‘from the courts, and pending the suits the 
‘manufacture of the fencing has been sup- 
pressed, or those engaged in it have been 
com peiled to submit to the exactions of the 
united monopoly. 

Barbed-wire fencing nas become a neces- 
sity in this country. It is one of the inven- 
tions which are of more universal necessity to 
the farmers of the West than even that of 
the reaping-machine. In the State of lowa 
it is of special necessity. The monopoly is 
of crushing enormity because of its license 
tax. All the machinery is patented, and the 
wire itself is patented. During the year 1880 
the product of the barbed-wire ferice under 
the Moen and Washburn patents was 40,000 
tons. What the royalty then was we do not 
know, but the present royalty exacted on 
tlie wire is 75 cents per 100 pounds. Es- 
timating the product in 1881 at 60,000 
tons of 2,000 pounds, the tax for royalty on 
the wire alone is $900,000. A ton of wire will 
make two miles of three-strand wire fence, 
so the royalty on the wire in the fence is 
equal to $7.50 per mile. The 60,000 tons of 
wire sold in 1881 was equal to 120,000 miles 
of fence, on which a tax of $900,000 was 
levied and collected. 

This is not, however, the only tax paid by 
consumers of barbed-wire fence. Under the 
present tariff there is a tax on steel, the 
raw material of which this barbed wire is 
made, aecording to its value; thus steel not 
worth more than 7 cents per pound pays a 
‘tax of 24 cents per pound; steel worth not 
more than 11 cents ig taxed 3 cents per pound: 
and steel worth over 11 cents per pound pays a 
tax of 34; cents per pound and 10 per cent ad- 
ditional. It may be assumed that the tax on 
the steel of the kind used in the manufacture 
of barbed wire is 2 cents a pound. The 
tax, therefore, on barbed wire may be thus 
stated : 


Patentees’ tax, per 100 pounds 
Mr. Kasson’s tariff tax, per 100 pounds. 
Patenteer’ tax, mile of fence 7.5 
Kasson's tariif 25.00 
Messrs. Moen and Washburn claim the 
legal right of demanding $7.50 bounty for 
every mile of barbed-wire fence made in 
Iowa end Kansas and in Illinois; they claim 
this tax on the ground that they represent 
the inventors and discoverers of this great 
improvement, But a tax three times as great 
as that imposed by the fence monopoly is im- 
posed by Mr. Kasson’s present tariff, in de- 
fense of which Mr. Kasson has cotispicuously 
devoted his labors and his talents. Speaking 
for the people of Iowa, he admits that barbed- 
wire fencing is now 4 nevessity, and, while 
he admits that the patentees’ royalty is an 
enormous tax upon the public, he prociaims 
himself the champion of a tax of 24 cents 
per pound, or $50 per ton, on the raw mate- 
rial of which the barbed-wire fence is made. 
The farmers of Iowa, when they erecta 
barbed-wire fence, can sax: We paid a tax 
of $7.50 per mile on this fence to the hoiders 
of the patents, but we have a brilliant states- 
man down at Washington who bosses the 
Tariff Committee, whose present tariff im- 
poses a tax of $25 per mile on the raw ma- 
terial in this fence, and the same great econ- 
omist recently reported a bill adding largely 
to that tax. Of the direct tax of $32.50 per 
mile on all the Wire fences in Iowa, 87.80 is 
collected as a reward to the inventor, but 
the $25 tax per mile we owe to our own 
Representative—the great statesman—Mr.

COUNTING THE ELECTORAL VOTES. 

A sign of returning reason in Congress on 
the subject of the Presidential election 
which is in strong contrast with the temper 
of that body during the session which pre- 
ceded and that which followed the election 
of Hayes is to be found in the practically 
unabimous acquiescence by both parties of 
the Senate in the bill introduced by Senator 
Loar te regulate the count of the Electoral 
vote. The measure was passed by a viva 
vode vote. It was accepted as a fair and 
impartial settlement of the perplexing gues- 
tion. It it shail be received by the House of 
Representatives in the same spirit, one of the 
most temptimz and dangerous of incentives 
to party contention will be removed, and the 
country will be protected as fully as possible 
under our system from the menace of Mex- 
icanization. 

This bill provides simply as follows: 

1. That the Electors in each State shall 
meet on the second Monday in January, in- 
stead of December, thus giving more time to 
settle any disputes there may be as to the 
issue of the popular election in the preceding 
November at which the Electors were 
chosen, 

2% That each State shall determine by its 
own tribunals, and according to the laws in 
existence at the time of the election, any 
controversy there may be as to what persons 
have been chusen or appointed as Presiden- 
tial Electors. : 

3. The decision reached by the proper 
State tribunal is made nal, and it is pro- 
vided that the vote shall be counted by Con- 
gress as. cast by the Electors thus confirmed. 

4, Whenever only one return is received 
by Congress from any State, it cannet be re- 
jected except by separate vote of both 
Houses. 

5. Whenever there are two returns from 
any State, that vote shall be counted by Con- 
gress which has been confirmed by the law- 
ful State tribunal, and whenever a question 
is raised in Congress as to which of two or 
more tribanals is lawfully competent to de- 
termine a disputed election, then the two 
Houses, acting separately, must concurrently 
agree which tribunal is lawful and which of 
the contesting votes shall be counted. The 
same course is to be followed in case of a 
contest which has not been determined by a 
State tribunal. 

6. It is finally provided that if the count- 
ing of the votes by Congress shall not have 
been completed before the fifth calendar day 
after the meeting of Congress for that par- 
pose, then no recess shall be taken by either 
House until the counting be finished. 

This measure seems to include all the pre- 
cautions that the Electoral system will admit 
against party greed and factional contention. 
The mission of Congress is made purely min- 
isterial, as it ought to be, except in cases 
when the judicial function is forced upon it 
by the State. If this law shall pass the House 
of Representatives at the present session 
there will be abundant time for every State 
to agree upon the particular tribunal which 
shall consider any disputed choice of Presi- 
dential Electors. The right of passing upon 
such cases will probably be reposed in most 
instances in the Supreme Court of the State, 
but in any event the tribunal and the manner 
of contest can be determined without favor 
or prejudice in advance of the next Presi- 
dential election. Whenever any State shall 
fail to provide for settling its own disputes 
in such a manner as shall be accepted as final 
by the people of that State, then there can be 
no reasonable complaint at any decision 
which Congress may reach upon any dispute 
that may come before it. Fairness in the 
determination of any controversy which: may 
be forced upon Congress is pretty certainly 
assured by the requirement that both Houses 
shall agree separately upon the votes to be 
counted, and if the vote of any State shall 
be sacrificed by the inability'of the two 
Houses to reach an agroement on the 
counting of its vote, it can blame the loss to 
nobody but itself and its own defective laws. 

The passage of this law is almost assured 
by the unanimous approval it has found in 
the Seuate, and not even the vagaries of the 
present Administration warrant the sus- 
picion that it will be vetoed. It will be a 
blessing to the country, for it removes the 
danger of a Congressional dispute over the 
count of the Electofal vote at atime when 
both parties are governed by greed and men 
are swayed by personal and selfish motives, 
It contains as much guarantee against revo- 
lutionary proceedings in Congress over the 
Electoral count as can be devised by law so 
long as the Electoral system shall prevail.

ABRTHUR’S APOLOGY FOR COOLIE LABOR. 

There was only one passage in the message 
accompanying the veto of the Chinese Re- 
strichon bill in which the Acting President 
endeavored to demonstrate the benefits of 
the Chinese irruption into Oalifornia.

The first criticism to make on this passage 
is that it goes to the merits of the whole 
question. If Mr. Arthar is right in contend- 
ing that Chinese coolie labor is of “ benefit 
to capitalists and laborers of Caucasian 
origin,” and hence ought to be encouraged, 
then he ought to veto any bill that may be 
passed to limit, suspend, or restrict” all 
the Chinese immigration the Six Companies 
can throw on our shores. If this be his po- 
sition then he sets his individual judgment 
against the popular verdict, the decision of 
Congtess, the declaration of the Republican 
platform, the opinion of his predecessor, 
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on their farms. The cost 


there is any division of sentiment among the 
people of the Pacific coast as to the status 
and influence of the coolie system. The fact 
has been estabtished beyond all possible con- 
troversy that Chinese immigration is regarded 
universally and by all classes of people in 
California, Oregon, and Nevada as an un- 
mitigated evil and a nuisance to be abated. 
The theory that Chinese labor may be of ad- 
vantage to other sections of the country has 
no practical bearing upon the case in hand, 
because it is only on the Pacifie coast that 
the Chinese labor system has been tried. In 
that section the antagonism to their presence, 
habits, and destructive competition Is so de- 
termined and universal that it has required 
all the authority of the General Government, 
supported by its courts, its army, and its 
navy, to restrain the people from violently 
ejecting the coolies from their midst. 

When the new Constitution of California 
was submitted to the people for adoption, in 
April, 1879, only three years ago, a proposi- 
tion to prohibit Chinese immigration was 
separately submitted, with this result: 

For probibition of the Chinese 
Agamsat probibidion..., .... 


Nou-committal—not voting....... 6066 6 ede 


Prohibition majority over all 147,874 
Out of more than 160,000 votes cast at that 
election only the insignificant handful of 
883 were cast in favor of Chinese immigra- 
tion into that State. Such are the views and 
feelings of the whole mass of the people of 
California, irrespective of party, after thirty 
years’ trial of the benetits of Chinese civill- 
zation, habits, and cheap labor. And against 
the knowledge by experience of the desira- 
bility of the Mongolians of the whole people 
of California (and we may also include Ore- 
gon, Washington, and Nevada) his, Acci- 
dency sets up his individual ignorance and 
inexperience! 

Finally, Mr. Arthur cites but one specific 
instance to illustrate his theory of Chinese 
usefulness—viz.: the employment of Chinese 
Jabor in the construction of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad fifteen years ago. It is true 
that large numbers of coolies were employed 
iu the rough work of building that rail.oad 
at much cheaper prices than the construc- 
tion ring could have secured white labor at 
that time, when the gold and silver mines 
were flourishing. It may be admitted that 
$1,000,000, and possibly $2,000,000, was saved 
in the cost of construction by the employ- 
ment of the Chinese. But it can hardly be 
conceived that Mr. Arthur is so ignorant of 
the history of the Central Pacitic as to im- 
agine that either the Government or the peo- 
ple of the United States benefited by this 
saving. A coterie consisting of Huntington, 
Stanford, Crocker, and Hopkins divided 
among themselves about thirty millions of 
profits in the building of the Central Pacific. 
These profits came from the people 
through vast grants of lands and bonds 
by the Government. Had white labor 
been employed where Chinese labor 
was used i is possible that the 
profits of the construction ring would have 
been reduced from $30,000,000 to $28,000,000; 
but in that event the $2,000,000 of public 
money would have been distributed back 
among a portion of the American people. 
It can searcely be contended that the Chi- 
nese served a greatand patriotic cause by 
saving a couple of million dollars to the 
Central Pacific Crédit Mobilier combination. 
Was the Government gratuity reduced one 
penny by that circumstance? Has the pub- 
lic enjoyed any cheaper railroad rates by 
reason of the Chinese saving? Is the fur- 
ther enrichment of a few million dlres in any 
sense a com pensation for the evils of Chinese 
cheap labor ? 

Mr. Arthur might much better have omit- 
ted any attempt to apologize for yielding to 
the Pacific Railroad monopoly influences 
than to identify himself with so feeble an 
argument and so plain a misrepresentation 
as he presented In that part of the message 
we have quoted,

WHITINGS CANAL BILL GIVES AWAY 
TOO MUCH. 

The bill pendimg before the State Legis- 
lature submitting to a vote of the people at 
the election next fall the question of ceding 
the Illinois & Michigan Canal to the United 
States contains several wholly unnecessary 
provisions, which ought to be stricken out, 
Congress, more than forty years ago, donated 
certain lands to the State to aid in the con- 
struction of this canal. The proceeds of the 
sales of that land, besides the earnings of 
the canal and the large appropriations 
made by the State, have been consumed 
in the construction of the canal as it now 
stands. Itis proper enough for the State to 
cede the caudal as it now stands to the Govy- 
ernment of the Untea States, to be hence 
forth the property of the United States, free 
of every lien and ihcumbrance, or condition, 
save the one that the canal shall be enlarged 
and deepened as provided. No attempt 
should be made or attempted to be made to 
place any restrictions or control over the 
management and direction of the canal fur- 
ther than that the State cedes all its right 
and title to the canal on condition that the 
same shall be eniarged as stipulated, 

The Whiting bill does this, and proposes to 
do much more. It provides a sort of roving 
commission to find someth ing else to be ceded 
to the United States. The Canal Commis- 
sioners, when they forty and more years ago 
suld the land and applied the proceeds of that 
land to the canal, laid off all of that land in 
Chicago in blocks, and lots, and streets, and 
alleys, and highways, and avenues, and public 
squares, etc. In that form the land was sold, 
and the property of the State, and of the 
United States, and of the Canal Commisslon- 
ers, and all concerned, passed forever to the 
purchasers of the land and to the public to 
which the land was sold or dedicated at that 
time. If by any technicality any part of the 
purely legal title was insufficiently ceded by 
the United States, or by the State or the 
Land Commissioners, that defect or omission 
in the transfer should now be made good 
to the city for the public purposes for which 
it was originally sold and dedicated. Under 
the impression that there was some imper- 
fection in the formal platting of a portion of 
this land lying in the Cy of Chicago by the 
Canal Commissioners, and that therefore 
there was a skeleton right on the part of the 
United States to some portions of it, there 
bave been gangs of land-thieves for many 
years seeking to ignere the municipal exist- 
ence of Chicago for half a century by at- 
tempts.to “enter” parts of the city territory 


as “public land.” In these efforts these 


thieves have never failed to find aid and 
comfort in and around the Legislature of Illi- 
nois—the prospect of dividends being very 
attractive. 

Among other things, this bill now before 
the Legisiature proposes to cede to the United 
States various so-called “lands” in the City 
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The pape fae cept the canal 
as a gift, on 82 
not want anything thrown ln as an 
ment thereto. It certainly does not wish the 
State to strip Chicago of part of its territory, 
and already part of the public or private 
property of its people, There is not one foot 
of the land which this bill proposes to cede 
to the Untted States over which the State 
has any more title than it has over the land 
in the City of Rockford or land in the City of 
Peoria. Why, then, put intg the bill an 
agreement to give to the Unitell States some- 
thing which the State has no more title to, 
and of course no more right to cede, than it 
has to deed Mr. Whiting’s farm or the 
court-house at Springfield? The passage 
of such an act as this Whiting bill 
will be treated, and properly, at Wash- 
ington with entire contempt. The whole 
proceeding will be regarded as a discredit- 
able job on the part of the majority in the 
Legislature to foree upon the United States 
the claim of the scrip speculaters, which 
claim has long since been odorously offensive 
not only in the courts and the Executive De- 
partments, but also among all the reputable 
members of Congress. 

if Mr, W hiting’s bill for the relief of me Val- 
entine-scrip speculators, for that is te real 
meat in the bill as it now stands, shail be 
passed by the Legislature this county alone 
will give 100,000 majority against it at the 
next election. Instead of being a bill for the 
sale of the canal, it should be styled a bill 
for the spoliation of Chicago, It would be 
cheaper for Chicago te undertake the en- 
largement of the canal at its own cost and 
preserve the rights and property of her peo- 
ple than to be thus sold out to a gang of 
dishonest land-sharks and their corrupt asso- 
ciates and partners.

THE SHERWIN EDUCATIONAL BILL. 

Mr. Sherwin, of this State, has introduced 
a bill in the House of Representatives to 
create a National educational fund on a basis 
very different from that proposed by the Lo- 
gan bill in the Senate. Mr. Sherwin pro- 
poses that there shall be an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 annually from the United States 
Treasury during a period of five years, to be 
distributed on the basis of total illiteracy. 
There are minor provisions about require 
ments from the States, kindergartens in the 
cities, ete., which itis not necessary to re- 
count. 

We have no doubt Mr. Sherwin’s motives 
are good in submitting this Dill, but he has 
made a serious error in not joining Senator 
Logan and taking up in the House the fight 
which the former is making in the Senate. 

The Sherwin proposition is open to several 
objections. In the first place, the amount 
which it is proposed to distribute annually 
is not large enough to achieve the grand re- 
sults which it is the mission of a National 
educational fund to perform, He proposes 
to expend within a period of five years a 
smaller sum than Logan’s bill proposes to 
appropriate for a single year, and there let 
the matter end. Such an expenditure, under 
the most favorable conditions, would make 
but little headway towards the universal 
system of free common-school education 
which it is hoped may be established in this 
country through the assistance of the Na 
tional Government, and with little if any in- 
crease in the direct taxes on the people. In 
the next place, the provision that the fund 
shall be expended on the basis of total illit- 
eracy is so unfair in the assessment of cost 
and distribution of benefits that it will not 
command general approval, Undersuch an 
arrangement the Southern States would re- 
ceive about 75 per cent of the National fund, 
and, since this fund would come out of the 
general taxes raised by the Governwent, the 
people of the North would pay fully 75 per 
cent ef the cost. Thereis no reciprocity in 
such a division of taxes and benefits that 
would induce the Representatives of the 
North to favor the bill, 

There are several disjointed projects in 
Congress tor tie creation of a National fund 
to promote popular education, but so long as 
those who are favorable to the principle shall 
continue to pull in different directions noth- 
ing will be accourblished. Senator Logan’s 
bill covers the whole ground. Its purpose is 
to use the whisky tax as the school fund of 
the country. It assures the retention of the 
whisky tax, distributes the proceeds among 
the people of all sections according to 
population, relieves farms and homes of a 
large burden of taxation, and provides 
schools in States where the people will not 
voluntarily pay for their support. 


JURY TRIALS AND THE CRIMINAL CODE 

Mr. Randall H. White, the brilliant legal 
luminary from the Third Ward of Chicago, 
has made a discovery which he believes will 
entitle him to rank among the benefactors of 
his race. He has found in the Bill of Rights 


‘of the Illinois Constitution the following 


clause: 
The right of trial by jury, as heretofore en- 
joyed, sbull remain invioiate. 


The effect of this clause, Mr. White avers, 
must be to prevent any amendment of the 
laws relating to juries, and to make the labors 
of the commission to revise the criminal 
code, as recommended by the Governor, un- 
necessary and abortive, 

The Third Ward expoundér of the Consti- 
tution begins his argument with a manifest 
non sequitur. If it were true that no 
amendment of the jury-laws is possible un- 
der the present Constituuon, it would not 
follow that the recommendation of the Govy- 
ernor for the appointment of a commission 
should not be acted on, The jury-laws, 
though very defective, are not the only feat- 
ures of the criminal code requiring revision, 
The laws relating to changes of venue, con- 
tinuances, ball, modes of appeal, and prac- 
tice in criminal cages constitute together, it 
they do not separately, quite as important a 
subject as the jury-laws do. The appoint- 
ment of a commission would not conflict 
with any construction of the Constitution 
in relation to the right of trial by 
jury. A commission, if appointed, would 
undoubtedly consist of much abler lawyers 
than White or Allen or any of the members 
who signed or supported the majority report 
of the Judiciary Committee and now quibble 
about the construction of this clause, If it 
really bears the narrow interpretation put 
upon it by Justice-of-the-Peace lawyers the 
commission would discover the fact and act 
accordingly. We are willing to trust any 
commission the Governor may appoint to 
steer clear of constitutional difficulties; but 
it it should err in this respect the next 
Legislature will have the wisdom to correct 
its errors. 

But let us examine the phrase or “mare’s 
nest” which has caused such a tumult in 
the minds of these constitutional expounders, 
Allen and White, and ascertain, if possible, 
what it truly means. What is the right of 
trial by jury? The books say itis a right to 
“that form of trial in which the facts are 
determined by twelve men impartially se- 
lected from > le pad a the county.” Itisa 

constitutional 
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the evidence.” . 

Nobody proposes to violate the right of a 
prisoner to a trial before a jury of twelve of 
his peers—impartial citizens—as heretofore 
enjoyed. Butdo Allen and White contend 
that the mere incidents of a trial by jury 
must be preserved inylolate? Must juries 
always be drawn as at present? Cannot the 
number of challenges or the mode of chal- 
lenging be altered? Are the same tests of 
ignorance, illiteracy, and incompetency as 
now apply forever to be imposed upon all 
jurymen in important criminal cases? We 
should like very much to know whether 
Allen and White believe that it was the in- 
tention of the framers of the Constitution of 
1870 to perpetuate the rule that none but 
Illiterate men and ignoramuses shall act as 
jurors in criminal cases? Is that one of 
the “rights” aequired? Previous ‘to 
the adoption of the new Constitution 
none but white men could sit on juries. Is 
this another of the rigbts acquired that must 
remain inviolate? According to Allen, 
White, and their assistant pettifoggers, there 
can be no amendment of the old Practice act 
touching juries. It must remain inviolate, 
like the laws of the Medes and the Persians. 
Well, the commission will discover this, if it 
be a fact, and so report to the next Legisia- 
ture. The deliberate conclusion of a com- 
mission of able lawyers, such as Gov. Cul- 
lom is likely to appoint, would go much far- 
ther toward setting the matter at rest than 
the obiter dicta of all the anti-reform-good- 
enough-as-it-is jack-lawyers in the Legisla- 
ture together. 

It is quite clear that an absurd stress is put 
upon the letter of this clause of the Consti- 
tution, the natural and legal meaning of 
which, as the simple declaration of a com- 
mon-law right, is obvious not only to every 
lawyer of discernment, but to any man of 
average sense. Yet Whiteand those who 
agree with him would have this declaratory 
phrase override the explicit stipulation of the 
Constitution in Art. LIL, that the powers of 
the Government shall be divided into three 
distinct departments, the Legislative, Execu- 
tive, and Judicial, and that no person or 
collection of persons being one of those de- 
partments shall exercise any power properly 
belonging to either of the others.” There is 
nothing more fearful and wonderful in this 
marvelous country than a selfish little petti- 
fogger who sets up for an expounder of the 
Constitution; and no duty more imperative, 
when opportunity offers, than that of retiring 
such an one to private life and putting in his

THE CORN SUPPLY—PRICES, 

Our article of last Wednesday, on the pe- 
culiar condition of the wheat market, has 
elicited requests for a money comparison of 
the present with the past. Our last annual 
review gave WN cents per bushel as the av- 
erage specie price of the speculative grade 
of wheat in this market for twenty-two years 
past. The present price for April is41% per 
cent, and for May is 3344 per cent, above that 
average figure. lt can scarcely be wondered 
at that these conditions operate as a bar to an 
export movement, especially as Western Eu- 
rope is more liberally supplied from other 
sources than in years previous to last har- 
vest. But it may seem strange that present 
prices are not high enough to attract hither 
anything more than a beggarly small daily 
supply from the country. Either the farmers 
have no wheat to sell, or they are unable to 
move it beeause of miserably poor roads, or 
they are insane enoug* to hold on in hope of 
obtaining still higher prices by waiting 
longer. The last-named consideration is 
barely possible. 

In regard to corn the case is even worse. 
The 734¢ cents now being paid for May deliv- 
ery is 67 per cent above the 44 cents average 
of twenty-two years past for spot corn in this 
market. The case may perhaps be put more 
forcibly in another way. During the twenty- 
two years the average price of a bushel of 
No. 2 corn has been 46 per cent of the aver- 
age price of a bushel of No. 2 spring wheat. 
At present May corn is 5744 per cent of the 
price of May wheat, and 54 per cent of the 
price of April wheat. The advance in corn 
has been, thus, very much more than in the 
other grain; but even these figures do not 
convey a full idea of the difference. Last 
Thursday No. 3 wheat sold 27 cents below 
the price of the standard grade, while rejected 
corn was only one-half cent below No. 2. Tak- 
ing this into the account we can see that the 
estimated shortage of 31 per cent on the last 
corn crop has been more than discounted, 
supposing wheat to bave advanced as much 
as was due toa 22 per cent shortage; and the 
latter-named grain is said to be * cornered ” 
at that. 

It is well known that the recent sharp ad- 
vance in the price of corn in this market was 
mostiy due to an active demand to fill export 
sales on the seaboard. Parties there had 
sold short for delivery in April and May, be- 
lieving that the apathy of winter would be 
followed by a vigorous spring movement 
that would give them all the corn they 
wanted at much less than the prices at 
which they had sold. But, like wheat, and 
unlike “ Birnam wood,” the corn would not 
move. In consequence the visible supply 
has shrunk to only about 3,000,000 bushels 
under a brisk demand by consumers, though 
they had te pay very high prices for it. The 
quantity in sight is very much smäller than 
is usual at this time of the year; and now 
comes a Washington estimate that the invis- 
ible supply—that is, the quantity in farmers’ 
hands—is less than one-half of what it was 
one year ago. 

In regard to the last-named point there ap- 
pears to be some room for doubt. Unmistak- 
ably the last crop was a very short one, but 
it has been gathered and husbanded with un- 
usual care, and the winter movement is not 
necessarily & gage of the quantity on hand. 
The winter was a moist and soft one in thé 
great corn belt. The country roads have 
been simply impassable for months. They 
were realiy very much worse than in the win- 
ter preceding, the ground bemg then bard or 
covered with ice and snow. Even now fam- 
ily supplies are being carried to the farm on 
human shoulders, instead of by wagon. A 
week or two of warm, dry weather will 
make u wonderful difference in the country 
roads and permit the free delivery of all the 
more corn,as but little could be moved 
hitherto. There need be no fear of a surfeit 
this summer, but it does appear probable that 
the supply will exceed the present expecta- 
tions of the trade, as comparatively littie has

Destruction of the Gilass-Works at 
Streator, III.— Loss About $70,000; In- 
sured One-Half,

SrrearTor, III., April 7.—About 1 o'clock to- 
day the south end of the main factory of the 

Btreator Glass-Works was seen to be on fire. 

The alarm was sounded, and the fire department 

were soon on the ground. These works were 

built io the fall of 1880, ana started inte opera- 
tion early in the following January, with Mr. 

George N. Cash as their head as Superintendent 

and General Manager. The capital stock of the 

company, $60,000, is owned largely by Col. Ralph 

Plumb, of thie place. About one-half is 

divided into $1,000 and $2,000 lots, and is owned 

by various capitalists here. The fire was first 
discovered in the south end of the main build- 
ing, which is about 100 feet square, and contains 
the large meltma furnace and the two blow 
furnaces. The top of the roof of this enormous 
building is about seventy feet from the grou nd, 
and large spaus over the furnace, so that when 
the fire got into it it was utterly impossibie for 
it to de stopped. The large meiting furnace 
being in the middie, with an iron smoke- 
stack ten feet in diameter, only heiped 
to inerease the draft. The ure spread 
rapidly, and in a few minutes it had c over 
and caught ou to the flattening house, which was 
firty by feet and forty-eight feet b. This 
went rapidly, and soon the flames communicated 
to the cutting-roum, box-factory, and shipping- 
room, a building forty by 100. This soou went, 
the tire aliof the time — against the wioa. 
There was a large quantity of boxed glass in the 
shipping-room, some ot which was saved, but 
much was lost before it was possible to get it 
out. On north of the main 
building, about fifteen feet off, stood the pot- 
rvom, thirty by ninety, in which there was near- 
ly $2,000 worth of pots in various stages of com- 
pletion. These were all lost,. as they were in 
such a shape as to render them almost impossi-

LITERATURE. 


English Literature in the Reign of Queen 
Victoria. 

The two thousandth volume in the Tauch- 
nitz series is Prof. Henry Morley’s out- 
line of “English Literature in the Reign of 
Queen Victoria, with a Glance at the Past.“ 
The work is confined to English writers, and 
is in some respects a disappointment. What- 
ever Prof. Morley does, we éxpect to find the 
very best of its kind. Heistoo scholarly to 
slur over facts and too skiliful a writer not 
to be entertaining. Having attempted, how- 
ever, to condense a great deal of matter 
within certain prescribed limits he has omit- 
ted many points that we expected to find, and 
has permitted himself to ramble along 
without much ‘method, and to make 
of the latter portions of his work short, 
meagre, encyclopedic biographical sketches 
fitted rather for a school text-book than for 
a volume designed to interest the general 
reader. The “Glance at the Past” covers 
ahundred pages, and is necessarily imper- 
fect and nothing more than the merest out- 
line. Possibly nothing more was required. 
Taine’s work could not be improved upon 
arid is still Standard for a history of En- 
glish literature, at least prior to the nine- 
teenth cent Noris it exactly clear why 
a “ bird’s-evye View“ was attempted. It was 
not pertinent to the scope of the volume as 
outlined by Baron Tauennitz, for his inten- 
tion was to give especial prominence to 
those authors of whom he had borrowed for 
his English library. This is evidenced in 
the second part of Mr. Morley’s volume, 
where what are generally known as 
“popular” writers have much more 
space than any others. The book 
is prefaced with antograph fac-similes of the 
signatures of the contemporary authors who 
have contributed at various times to the 
Tauchnitz edition. It may be said right here, 
since the names of many American authors 
are included in this list, but no record of the 
literature of America is made in the volume, 
that it is the publisher’s purpese to have 
another volume by an American author on 
this branch of the subject. 

Having attempted a “Glance at the Past.“ 
it is rather singular that so many names 
should have been omitted from the list, how- 
ever brief, when intended for use as a 
sort of manual For instance, there 
is no mention of Hooker or of Bar- 
row; Jeremy Taylor has but a line 
or two. Taine classed Wicheriy, Farquhar, and 
Congréve together, and devoted nearly twenty 
pages to the trio of comedy writers. Mr. Mor- 
ley omits them ail! Even if it is admitted that 
Farquhar was buta singie-play dramatist and 
perhaps not entitied to especial mention—al- 
though Maj. Huntington, of this city, io a re- 
cent number of the Atlantic, bas made the 
* hero of bloodless wars the subject of an en- 
tertaluſug paper, and shown bim to be entitled 
to more prominence than be has hitherto been 
accorded—and that the same ia true of Wycher- 
ly, yet surely Congtéve is not to be thus ig- 
nored by 14 pretending to accuracy!

Spenser is 
spread over nearly four pages by this discursive 
method, while Pope gets but a ragrapb and 
Byron a single line. On page 167 there is an 
omitted letter which makes nonsense out of a 
sentence about Charles Knignt. Of James Silk 
Buckingham itis said that be was dismissed 
from the service of the East India Company 
was instrumental in procuring the abolition of 
its charter, and then that he obtained a pen- 
sion from the Kast India Company,” a rather 
anomalous proceeding as reeorded without fur- 
ther explanation. 

There is no index to the book, which 
is aggravating. Ia the latter part we find 
a tenden to furnish the same informaton 
contained in the encyclopedias without any pre- 
tense te the formation of a critical estimate, 
such as, coming from Mr. Moriey, would have 
been of great value and importance. Still it is 
true that the book fills a want not heretofore 
supplied in giving even a superficial review of 
the writers of the Victorian reign. In MoCar- 
thy’s History of Our Own Times” the author 
merely cites a few of the more prominent 
names, and does it so pleasantly that the reader 
wishes he bad devot more attention to this 
branch of the subject. Mr. Mortey takes them 
all in very brietiy and imperfectly, but it is 
something to bave them “taken in even in 
bulk. 


At Home in Fiji. 

This is a new edition of Mrs. Gordon Cum- 
ming’s account of a visit to and residence in 
the Fijian country, after it had been ceded 
to the British Government. Fiji lies 1,760 
miles northeast of Sydney and 1,175 miles 
north of Auckland. The letters in this book 
describe the voyage out, a short stay in Aus- 
tralia, and a trip to and from New Zealand, 
but the bulk of the book relates to the island 
homes of the Polynesian cannibals. As the 
companion of the Governor's wife, Mrs. Cum- 
ming nad unusual facilities of observation. In 
one of her letters home she says: 

„J Bought from the viilainous-looking oid 
priest two large w n 8 or scoops made 
purposely for human broth, and we also got 
sundry cannibal forks of carved wood with four 
long prongs which were used exclasively for 
human flesh, this being the only meat which 
might not be touched with the fingers, because

The series of “Handbooks of Practica! 
Art,” which are being published in this coun- 
try by Scribner & Welford, has received two 
additions within a few. weeks. Art-Work 
in Gold and Silver” and Art-Work in Earth- 
enware “ are the titles respectively of these 
volumes. Each handbook contains an his- 
torical record of the progress of the art of 
which it treats from the earliest times to the 
present, showing the distinctive character- 
istics of the respective periods. Each book 
is fully illustrated, the frontispiece being in 
colors. The volumes appeal to both students 
and amateurs. 


The works of John Ruskin are being repub- 
lished in handy and cheap form by John Wiley 
& Sons. The first five volumes comprise Mod- 
era Painters.” Stories of Venice” will take 
three volumes, and the Seven Lamps one. 
These are books to be read and studied. They 
have furnished text and body for innumerable 
essays and lectures since their irst appearance. 
They are still fresh and admirable, and the work 
of a profound scholar and thinker. 

“Gloria” is the title of a novel in two small 
volumes which has been translated from the 
Spanish by Clara, Bell. It purports to be both a 
sketch of Spanish life and a study of nature. 
The sene is a novel one and the work full of 
merit. The reader cannot fall to recognize 
“the charmof the two lovers, the equal and 
various goodness of the four Lantiguas, the hu- 
morous individuality of the braggart Curé and 
the three religious gossips of Caifas, Amarillo. 
and Samson.“ 


The “ American Almanac for 1882” isin truth 
atreasury of facts.

For many years the annual advent of tnis 
little volume bas been anxiousiy awaited in 
every otlice where reference works have a value.

The Literary World claimed that Mr. Hamer- 
ton was the author of the latest addition to the 
No-Name Series, entitied * Her Pioture,“ but 
afterwards gives the author as a live 
countess.”

Margery Deane’s volume entitled European 
Breezes is a fresh and charming book of for- 
eign travel written in ao entirely different style 
from that of the majority of works on the same 
topic. It deals with tittle incidents and episodes 
which most writers neglect or omit, and yet, 
when strung together by so sxilled a writer as 
Mrs. Pitman, are exceedingly lively reading. 
The book is cheerfuliy commended as being one 
that will well repay’ the time given to its 
perusal. 

The two latest additions to the series of for- 
eign classics for English readers edited by Mrs. 
Oliphant are lives of “Schiller” and uf La 
Fontaine.” The first has been prepared by the 
author of “ Lessing: His Life and Writings,” 
and is based on all previous writings relating to 
Sehilier. The chapters are twelve in number 
and cover the most important events in the life 
of the German poet. The other volume is the 
work of the Rev. W. Lucas and deals chiefiy 
with La Fontaine, the representative fabie- 
writer of France, and his fabies. Information is 
also given by later fubulists—De la Motte, Rich- 
er, sbilions, Aubert, Le Mormier, Florian, 
and Le Bailly. Many of the fabies are quoted 
and their faults pointed out.

To the Hütter of The Chicago Tribunt 
CHICAGO, April 7.~In May, 174. there was 
made a map or plat of Rosenill Cemetery show- 
ing the name of every soidier buried there, and 


desixuat ing his grave. 
This map was given incare of those having 


charge of decorating these graves at Rosehill, 
May . 1974, since when we can get no trace of 


it. 
That year Col.-H. Hilliard was in charge of 
decoration services at KosebiilasChief Marshal.

More About Early Chicago. 

To the Batter of The Chicago Tribune. 
PAINT, III., Aprii4.—i find in Tus m- 
CaO Taipune of Feb. 14, 1882, that the Hon. 
John Wentworth gives the honor to the Rev. 
Isaac McCoy, a Baptist clergyman, as having 
preacbed the first Protestant sermon in Chicago. 
Is that so, without any doubt? I must bave 


more light before all ny doubts are removed. 


Ihad been acquainted with the Rev. Jesse 
Walker for some tifty years, and we were iati- 
mate and united in our labors in 1831, and on 
until de ceased at once to work and live. Our 


intimacy and long rides called out many remi- 
niseences of early days, and es lily of his 
first trip to Ohicago. His field of labor, given 
by the conference in the fall of 1834, was Fort 
Clark and vicinity (now Peoria), This was his 
mission field, witb a class in Peoria of some six- 
teen members, including Mrs. John Hamlin and 
Mrs. Dixon, of Dixon. 

In the spring of 125 Mr. John Hamlin started 
with bie gp 47 manned, for Chicago, and 
the Rev. Jesse Walker was invited to acocom- 
pany bim. He readily accepted the invitation 
to look for an unoccupied missionary tield, and 
landed safely in Chicago. It was a jedious trip, 
but be failed not to have family prayers every 
morning. But his work is dove and be has gone 
to his great reward, laione being left to give 
this item. of information. Is it reasonable that 
he should go so far and through so many perils 


and not preach as usual, when he was noted for 


preaching on all cecasions to few or many? This 
trip was made some seven months before Broth- 
er McCoy could bave delivered this tirst sermon.

In the already overcrowded 
condition of the house it is very difficult to spare 
this room. re are now several cases being 
cared for bere; one—a nurse—is in @ very criti- 
cal condition. All that is possible is be done 
to check the ravages of the isease 
among the babies, but Drs. Shipman and Prince 
admit that there is no tellmg where or when the 

ague can be staid. The situation certainly is 
most serious, if not appalling. 

The bome is entirely quarantined from the 
outside wurid; not even the letter-carrier calls, 
ali mail being delivered at Dr. Shipman’s bouse; 
and no visitors enter bringing with them the 
needed daily supplies upon which the home has 
depended ever since its establishment. There is 
no endowment-fund to fall back upon, and no 
fund from theCity Treasury (more is the shame) 
to help support this great tam of 100 babies 
aud adults, which by right should be largely 
supported by the city, as a large proportion of 
the inmates are little forsaken waits picked up 
on the streets by the police, who invariably 
carry them to the home. 

Surely such a condition of things appeais to 
every tender and noble instinct of the human 
heart. Let there be a general, generous ple | 
towards this most noble charity that is in suc 
pore trouble, struck by the plarué, and ia this 
way cut od from all resources in the miast of 
pee. I Bad a conversation yesterday witb 

r. Shipman in regard to the home. He was, 
es usual, full of hope and faith that God would 
in some way provide for them.

JUMBO. 


How They Got Him tate the Box in 

Which te Make His Atlantic Voyage. 
London Telegraph, March 23. 

The patience and perseverance exercised by 
the American geutleman acting in England as 
the agont of Messrs. Barnum & Co. bave at last 
been rewarded, as Jumbo was yesterday safely 
fixed in the box in which it is intended be shall 
make the voyage across the Atlantic. 

Jumbo remained all night, as on Tuesday, se- 
curely fastened to the bars in front of bis stable 
by the chains attached to the hoobles fixed 
round bis fore feet. Yesterday mofoing at 7 
o'clock he had a good breakfast, and about au 
hour later Mr. Davis, the agent of the pur- 
chasers of Jumbo, made his appearance, he bav- 
ing been preceded a considerabdie time by New- 
man, the American elephant keeper. The 
operation preparatory to the removal of the 
elephant to the cage then commenced, 
The first thing to be done was to place what 
may best be described as a martingale upon the 
eleépbant, so as to minimize the use of his trunk. 
This job was undertaken by Newman, assisted 
by Scott, who has for so many years acted as 
Jumbo’s keeper, and who goes with him to 
America, and a couple of underkeepers. First 
of all the hobbies were unsbhackled, and a strong 


| rope was fastened on the end of each of the 
| chains, whieh were then drawn up taut to the 


bars, thus preventing the animal moving away 
from the front, as bis legs were kept about six 
feet apart. Al this was done very easily, Jum- 
bo submitting with buat few signs of irritation 
or alarm. Then the same chain surcingle that 
was fastened upon him a furtnight since, when 
the last attempt to get him into his box 
failed, was drawn over bis back by a rope and 
secured underneath. While this was taking place 
Jumbo began to flap his ears and fidget, aud to 
sway his nuge body about in a fasbion that 
tested the nimbieness of the keepers. Now fol- 
lowed the somewhat hazardous task of puttmg 
the martingalé on. The elephant was got to 
kneel down by Scott, and Newman, whose dex- 
terity of manipulamon is exeeedingly clever, 
passed a chaio round the elephant’s trunk just 


above the root of the tusks and below the eyes. 
Before Jumbo had time to tavrougbly compre- 
hend what was happening this was likewise 
shackled tight. Too late to do anything to pre- 
vent it, Jumbo found himself deprived of a great 
portion of his power. The poor fellow, as he be- 
gun to realize the fact, piteousiy swept his trunk 
along the ground, but was himself unable in 
any way to release his bouds. Ashe rose again 
to bis feet Newman fixed the chain under the 
jaw to the end of the surcingle, and fastened it 
in between his forelegs in such a mwannher as to 
ache Jumbo tt his head to great 

hrut he is capable of, but without straining him 
in the least. This much safely accem plished, thea 
followed the wuestion of whether he would take 
to his box. Ou the previous aut there nad 
been a sharp show-storm and a beavy frost, 
which had covered the wooden roof of the care 
with a thia coating of ice, chat. asthe sun gained 
power, begun to meit and drip througu tne in- 
terstices between the pianking. This was all 
swept clean away, and a gaug of meu were gut 
to work to get the buge beams that are now 
fastened across the ends uf the box in readiness, 
if necessary, to slip into tneir places. 

When ail was pronounced in order, which was 
atabout twenty minutes after 9, the doors of 
the stable were opened. and Jumbo was led out 
for the last time into nis paddock by Scott, the 
elephant being tollowed by Newman and the 
assistants. When Jumbo reached whe eutraneée 
to the box be for an instant hesitated, and théa, 
with bis chains clanking behind bial as as 
walked, he quietly stepped into n. and wouid 
have gune through into the grounds but for the 
well-known “Woa, Jumbo!” . from Scott. 
As the elephant stopped the chains attached to 
bis fore legs were slipped through holes at the 
side of the box, and round strong staples bound 
with irom fitted to one of the uprights. Then, 
inen by incb, these were drawn upso that Jumbo 
stood witb bis forefeet about three feet apart. 
When these were secured,a short pause was 
made for breathing before anythmg! further 
was attempted.

As 
Tust as an attempt was made to pass the loo 
round his one fobt he contrived to step upon it 
with the other and evade it, sow and again, as 
other means failed him, going down upon his 
knees and stretchmg himself to the utmust. 
Then, as he rose to his feet, and swayed his huge 
body against the side of the box, it occasiou- 
ally shook oOminousiy, and if less strongly 
built would inevitably dave broken down. 
Time after time id the 
snare him fail, but after 
an bour of leut work the chain was fixed on 
the jeg, and the next instant passed round the 
staple. The other leg caused a repetition of the 
same tactics, but, as before, tience was at 
last rewarded, and this was likewise tethered 
up in a similar fashion. This was accomplished 
at about baif-past 10, or two hours and a halt 
from the commencement of the business.

As soon as this was 
seen measures were taken to put the oak crosa- 
bars into their places, which materiaily in- 
creusedAhe stavility of the cage. It bad been 
intended to put close shutters in front of Jum- 
by's face, but the apimal soon decided that ques- 
tion by kuocklag them off the slight hinges by 
whieh they were hung. When the bars were 
fixed some men got to work on the top of the 
structure endeavuring to tix the perpendicular 
girders to hold the bars; but Jumbo, getting 
somewhat alarmed or anvoyed, suddenly threw 
up his head with sufficient force to lift some of 
the planking of the roof a couple of inches, and 
cause a rapid descent of workmen. Alter this 
ebullidion be again made a series of ineffectual 
attempts to move, but tinally gave them up and 
remained comparatively quiet, seemingly 
compieteily cowel by the vunlooked-for 
events that had crowded so rupidly u 
and the unwonted position in which he 
himself.

It is é6éxpevted that the transphip- 
ment to the tug will de 8 this atter- 
noon and that in all probability Jumbo, if all 
goes well, will be safely berthed for his trip to- 
morrow morning. — 


ARTHUR S VETO. 


What One of the Chinese Commission 
ers Says 

Detroit, Mich., April 6.—President Angell, of 
the Aon Arbor University, who was the United 
States Minister who negotiated the recent treaty 
with China, was interviewed today in regard to 
the bill just vetoed by the President. He said 
be had neither the time nor inciinadon to be- 
come iu vol ved in any controversy on the matter, 
but was willing to talk on the subject. “I see,” 
said he, “that Commissioner Swift says that 
there was an understanding that even as much 
as thirty years’ probibition would not be con- 
sidered unreasonabie. Ihave no recollection of 
any imtt of time being agreed to. When we first 
conferred with the Chinese, they spoke of limita- 
tions of time and number; but afterward said 
they only intended to use that expression by way of 
ilustratwn. For instance, they asked what 
would be the result if the Chinese were permit- 
ted to eome only in alternate yeurs, or were pro- 
hibited irom’ coming for one, two, or three 
years? They asked us, too, what legielation 
Congress would enact. We said we could not teil, 
but wished to makea treaty which shouid im- 
pose reasonabie restrictions.” 

Now, that is the central point of the whole 
matter. Whether the twenty-year limit in the 
vetoed bill was d reasonable one or not, it t purely 
a matter of opinion on which there can be no 
hope of uoauimous action. When such a ques- 
tion is to be considered, he only way, aficr discuse- 
ing #, isto cui a roli and see who has the most votes. 
Personally, [think the twenty-year limit too 
long, and should have voted against it KH 1 nad 
bad the oppurtunity, probabiy. I should not 
like a longer limit than five years myself; 
though, wuen I say that, 1 do not express my 
final judgment. I have not thougnt it over 
sulficientiy to do 60.

President Augell said that there was po ques- 
but that there was a general sentiment in 
Cahfornia, Nevada, and mn that further 
Chinésc tmmigradon . undesirable. . Such 
Opinlows were hot cent to the sand lots. The 
Chinese Government Were willing to consent to 
suchd treaty stipulations as should best serve the 
interests of their citizens, whose goud *they 
sought. They recognized the irritation ia this 
couutry and desired to aileviate it, fur the good 
of their own people. He suspected that, if peo- 
pie iu other parts of the country were situated 
as those are in San Francisco, there would be a 
good deal the same cundition of public senti- 
ment. As to how the veto would be received in 
China, President Angell said there will be no in- 
terest whatever in the subject among the great 


masses of the people, for they know n 
about it. In the foreign Office there will be 
great interest in it. The news has probably 
reached Shanghai by this time, but what the 
Government would have thought of the passage 
of the bill be could not tell. 

“The masses of the ple,“ said be, do not, 
] suppose, know that re is such a country as 
Anrerica. The immigration all comes from the 
provinces near Canton, and from a strip of 
country about as large as the New England 
States. These ple were a maritime race, 
and becaine imbued with the spirit of commerce 
and travel. Whether they are imported by the 
‘Six Companies, so called, or whether they 
learn of America from their returned compan- 
ions. Ido not know. Both theories are stoutly 


maintained.

The Fatal Sisters. 

San Francisco correspondence: I was a report- 
er on the New Orleans Picayuue when the story 
of this romantic affair was first brought to my 
notice. 1 will now relate it briefly: The De 
Courcy family is an ancient one, and is univer- 
sally known to all old residents of Louisiana. It 
was one of the wealthiest and most intigential 
before the War. De Courey was the owner of the 
famous Magnolia Plantation, as well as two other 
almost as notable and expensive plantations in 
the Opelousas Parish. This affluent Creole, 
while young and wild and sowing his wild oats, 
took tor his mistress the favorit grandchild of 
Marie Lavon, the famous Voudoo Queen, who 
died in Louisiana abovt two years ago. In 
her raze and indignation the Voudoo Queen 
uttered a terrible curse, and at the annual 
Voudoo orgies and incantations held by the no- 
groes on the banks of Lake Pontchartrain with 
solemn rites and diabolical ceremony, recorded 
the anathemas against the white master De 
Courcy. He was cursed in true Voudooo fashion. 
He was to bave no male heirs, and his line 
should die with bis daughters. Of course, the 
curse of the old negress was laughed at and rid- 
iculed, but it became a familiar household story 
among the first families on the gulf coast. De 
Courcy married aud had three daughters, who 
were afterward known as the fatal sisters. The 
last of these ladies died here in San Francisco, 
under ab assumed name, early last month, as 
the following brief announcement ia the New 
Orleans Picayune of Feb. 16 indicates: Died. in 
San Francisco, Feb. 3, Mme. Joan Maria Bien- 
venu, the last of the fatal sisters.“ 

But why are they termed the fatal sisters? 
\ That lam about toexplain. At the beginaing 
of the War De Courvcey owned three of the 
larxest sugar plantations in Louisiana. His 
three daughters, Louise, Celeste, and Joan, were 
the belles of Mobile and New Orleans, and held 
undisputed sway over thé bearts of many of the 
gallant and lordly young planters of the deita. 
Ou the death of their father, wa left his turee 
duugbters immense wealth in realestate, money, 
and slaves, these three orphans became the rage, 
so to speak, Of the euif-coast society, Posseses- 
ing unbounded wealth, ravisbingly beautifu 
uccomplished, and gay, these three giris reigo 
like a trio of queens among the bon ton of New 
Orleans and Mobile. Unrestfained and wiid, 
these three Southern beauties enjoyed a license 
which would have been denied by society to 
others less wealthy than they. Gossip was free 
with their names, but no taut of impropriety 
was curried in the comments and conversa- 
tion, which was general. Their lives were 
free and bright, and the world to them 
was a garden of pleasure turough 
which they waodered, plucking the brightest 
flowers at will. The fataiity whieh bad already 
Carried off their fatherhung uuseen over the 
lives of these three inuocent Creole giris. The 
Voudoo Queen's curse was aimost forgotten 
when Louise, the eidest, married Dr. Hunt, of 
Alabama. While the honeymoon was yet 
bright, ber husvund, excited jeaiousy at a 
ball in Mobile, challeuged a gentigman who had 
boen one of her vid suitors. The duel came orf 
and Ur. Huot waskilied. This was tragedy num- 
ber two. The year following this tragic epi- 
sude the second daughter, Celeste De Uourcy, 
was married to lohn Forsythe Jr., son of the 
noted jourualist and editor of the Mobile Regt 
ter. Inis marriage proved to be @ven more un- 
turtunate than that of the elder sister. Young 
Forsythe was proud, brave, and rather exacting. 
His wife, on the other hand, was a born coguet. 
Sue was gay, beautiful, and Careless 
ot publie criticism. W bat 
proud oung lady tor 
worid said? Sue detied public scandal, and, 


botwitbstanding the precautions of ber proud, 


revengeful, and even jealous husband, contin- 
ved to furnish food tor scandal. Im bis 

and desperation, Col. Forsythe Jr. cOammistted 
suicide in Mobile. His father, in the grief and 
bitterness of a father bereft of a favorit son, 
headed bis editorial obituary in the Movile fteg- 
ister with the sigrifficant but bitter title, Ki 
by His Wife,” und depounced the tashion 
sirens through whose intluence two men had 
done to untimely ves. In this articié the 
elder Forsythe predicted the same fatal destiny 
fur the third sister. I Was un @yewitheds w the 
tragedy which consummated the fearful curse 
of the Voudeoo Queen. | heard tee challenge, 
saw the duel, and remember well the details of 
the sanguivary affair which led to the flight of 
the third ot the “ fatal sisters” to sau Fran- 
cisco. The fairest of the three sisters was 
Joan Marie, the youngest of them ail. 
She was one of those brilliuut beauties who make 
men mad in their adoration. Her eyes werelike 
flashing stars, ber hair black as thé night aud 
luxuriant in its protusion. She was one of those 
fascinating brunets so aptly described by Byron. 
At lust she surrendered to the woomg of a rich 
young creole of New Orieans named Edouard 
Bienvenu, who ied the last of this fatal tric to 
the hymeneai altar. Like her sisters, she cared 
nothing for what Mrs. Grundy might say, and 
after her marriage continued her flirtations with 
her old-time admirers. I was the social editor 
of the New Orieans Picayuue at the time this last 
trawic episode in the De Uourcy family history 
occurred. It was in the month of February, 1874. 
and our Mardi-Gras ‘festivities were in full blast. 
i was standing in the conservatory of the bau- 
room ot the Mystic Krewe, ove vf our promi 
neut social organizations in New Orleans, and 
talking witha brother journalist, when Mme. 
Beinvenu entered the couservatory with a fine 
young man, a lawyer named Phillips, as ber es- 
cort. They took sexts upon the té@te-a-téte in a 
corner, and were enjoying a pleasant and al- 
most loving ftirtation together when Edouard 
Bienvenu entered the place. As ber husband 
approached, his eyes Hashing with rage dnd 
jealousy, his wife halt ruse to her feet, and 1 
beard ber sayin a tone of alarm and dismay 
c'est Dieu, and then she sank back in her seat in 
confusion. Her husband, a tall, handsome 
Creole, with black mustache and imperial, the 
very beau ideal of a Frenchiwan, waved his 
right hand ceprecatingiy ashe smiled grimly 
upon bis wife, bid ber keep her seat, that be had 
no desire to disturb her; he had merely come 
out to smoke a ciguret. Then turning to Phi- 
lips, said, as he lighted a cigaret: 

By the way, Phillips, I am going tomorrow 
on a little excursion to Bay St. Louis (the fa- 
mous dueling ground). ISshall tak a friend with 
me, and I will be happy to have your company 
on the trip. bring a friend with, you.“ 

“i shall take pleasure in joining your party,” 
replied Phillips, gravely. “What train do you 
go on?“ 

On the 12 o’clock train.” 

I will meet you on the train, then.“ said 
Phillips, as he accepted a cigaret from the 
jealous husband, who, offering his arm to his 
thoroughly frightened wife, waiked out of the 
conservatory and shortly afterward left the hall. 
This was the only challenge exchanged. It was 
given and accepted us carelesly as each lighted a 
cigaret. We reporters understood it well as 
they. Both were arrested the next day, tne 
duel was postponed. 

it was not until April 3, 1874, that Bienvenu 
and Phillips were note to carry out their inten- 
tions. On that day i accompanied them, with 
pe a number of friends of both parties, to che 

ueling ground at Bay St. Louis. Both men 
fired simultaneously, and the husband tell dead 
at the first shot. He vever spoke a word after he 
fell. Phillips turned from the field and waiked 
away with his friend, after throwing bis smoking 
pistolon the ground. He disappeared, and is 
supposed to huve come to San Francisco. Thus 
was the curse of the old negress, Marie Layon, 
the Voudwu Queen, literally carried out. 
All three husbands of the fatal sisters died 
violent deaths, leaving wo children be- 
bind them to keep up the De Courey race. 
Mme. Bienvenu brougut her fashionuble career 
to a sudden cose. Kemorse and shame drove 
her into retirement, from which she never 
emerged. in the summer of 1874 she took pas- 
sage on a Panama steamer by the Isthmus and 
came to San Francisco. Here she changed her 
name, and has lived on her wealth in the strict- 
est retirement up to the day of ber death. It is 
not known definitly whether Phillips joined her 
here, but gossipers in New Orieuns reported that 
she had married the man who had shot ber hus- 
band. Whether she did or not I cannot say, but 
{ think it likely.

THRO’ BRAZIL FOR EDISON. 


Traveling 25,000 Miles to Study Palms 
and Bamboos in tue Interest of the 
Electric Light. 

New York Herald. 

Irnaca, N. T., April2.—in the summer of 1880, 
Mr. Edison, in the course of his experiments 
looking to the perfection of his electric light, 
arrived at the conclusion that by far the best 
substance he had been able to obtain up to that 
time from which to manufacture the loops re- 
quired in bis lamps was vegetabie fibre—it 
being much chea than platinum or 
any other mate he = previously em- 
pioyed for the pur far less 

quickly consumed by the action of the electric 
current. No übre which — obtain trom 
any vegetable growth native to the United 

States, however, appeared to 


grain io any large 
the iuventor was directed toward the pa 
bamboos of South Americaas being likeiy to 
yield the muchb-coveted fibre. The pith or 
wooly substance from which it was impossibie 
fully to tree the fibre tobe procured from the 
endugonous growth of this region is almost 
wholly absent in the exogenous plants of the 
South American forests, and this fact led Mr. 
Edison to bope that there the substance he 
stood so greatly in need of could be obtained. 
Accordingly, in December, 1880, Mr. John C. 
Branoer, a naturalist, then present in New 
York, who “had passed six yeurs in Brazil with 
the late Prof. Cuaries F. Hart, of Corneil Uni- 
versity, chief of the scientific expedition fitted 
out by the Emperor Dom ro, was commis- 
sioued by Mr. Edison to visit Brazil and spend a 
year if necessary in an examination of the palm 
and bamboo bearing districts of the Para, Amea- 
zon, Araguari, Parana, Paraguay.

THE WHITING CANAL BILL.

SPRINGFIELD, III., April 7.—After the opening 
proceedings this morning Senator Lewis, Chair- 
man of the Canal Committee, reported back 
Senator Whiting’s bill for the cession of the 
canal, with the amendments suggested by the 
committee, as given in these dispatches yester- 
day. On motion of Senator Lewis, it was or- 
dered that 1,000 copies of the bill as amended be 


printed, 
FULL TEXT OF THE BILL. 

As amended by the committee the bill now 
reads as follows: 

Sec. I. Be u etc., That the Illinois 
& Michigan Cana!, with ninety feet of land on 
each side of said canai, and all lots, lands, and 
interests in any real estate to which the State 
has titte and beld in trust for canal pur 8. 
be, and are hereby ceded to the Uni Rates 
for the purpose of making and maintaining an 
eni canal and waterway from Lake Mich- 
igan to the Lilinois and Mississippi Rivers, and 
this cession is made upon the condition that the 
United States shail, within five years from the 
time this act takes effect, accept this erant, and 
ter maintain the said canal and water- 
way for the pu atoresaid. 

In case the United States shall accept this 
grant, itis upon the express condition that the 
canal shell be enlarged in such manner as Con- 
gress may determine, and be maintained as 

A NATIONAL WATERWAY FOR COMMERCIAL 
PURPOSES, 

to be used by all persons without discrimina- 
tion, under such rules and regulations as Con- 
gress may ribe. 

Sec. 2. When the United States, by act of Con- 
resa, shall accept the grant provided for by 

. lof this act, the Governor shall immedi- 
ately thereafter execute aud deliver to the. Unit- 
ed States a deed of cession in accordance with 
the provisions of this act, and shall then and 
there formally turn over all property mentioned 
in this act to the proper authorities of the Unit- 
ed States; and until the making of such deed 
and acceptance of the same, together with all 
therein conveyed by the United States, the au- 
thority and duty of the State of Lilinois to oper- 
ate said canal and control all its property and 
appurtenances 

SHALL IN NO RESPECT BE IMPAIRED. 

Seo. 8. This act shall not take effect until it 
shall first have been submitted to a vote of the 
people of the State of IIlinois at the general 
election to be held on Tuesday, the 5th day of 
November, A. D. 1882, and have been approved 
by a majority of ali the votes polled at such 
election. At the said election the ballots, in so 
far as they relate to this act, shall be in the fol- 
lowing form: For the act ceding the Illinois 
& Michigan Canali to the United States,“ and 
when so voted it shall count in favor of this act, 
but if canceied with ink or pencil it shall be 
counted sgainst this act. The recurns of the 
whole vote cast at said election, and of the votes 
for the adoption or rejection of this act, shall be 
made and canvassed by the same officers and in 
the same manner as are the returns of the votes 
for State Treasurer of the State of Lilinois, and 
if itshall appear that a majority of the votes 

lied are for the act ceding the Illindéis & 

ichigan Canal to the United States,“ the Gov- 
ernor shall make prociamation thereof, and this

prime mover in the alleged swindling transac- 
tion. Accordingly they joined forces. Mr. Giles 
Blaue was selected as pilasintiff, and on bis 
presentation of the case with necessary a- 
davits before Judge Donohue, in the Supreme 
Court of this city and county, an order of arrest 
was issued for Cherry ou the 24th of February. 
The ground of arrest was that the cause of ac- 
tion was to recover damages for fraud and de- 
ceit in obtaining subscriptions and payments 
thereof for the alleged purchase of mining 
property and erection of smelting works in the 
State of Calorado.” The cage, says the order of 
arrest, “is one of those mentioned in Art. 1. 
Chap. 7, Title 1 of the New York Code of 
Procedure.” 

Judge Donohue fixed the amount of bail at 
$80,000. Prof. Cherry was arrested Feb. 25 and 
piaced in Ludiow Street Jail, where be now is. 

THERE ARE EIGHT AFFIDAVITS 
accompanying the order of arrest now on file in 
the County Clerk's olfice bere. The first is that 
of Giles Blague, the piaintiff, who resides at the 
Brevoort House, New York. He claims that a 
sufficient cause of action exists against each one 
of the defendants for fraud and deceit. So far 
as can be gathered from the affidavits, Dr. Eg- 
bert Guernsey was oue of the chief spirits in 
promoting the scheme which resulted in the 
payment of large sums of money by the de- 
fendants with the very unsatisfactory return of 
a few prospdct holes in the wilds of San Juan, in 
Colorado. He it was who laid the matter before 
the gentiemen who una conciuded to take a 
whack,’ so to speak, at the bonanza which was 
held before their gaze, and his flattering re 
seutations Of the enormous wealth “ kicking 
urduud loose out there, together with Crerry'’s 
verifications later on, determined their action in 
the matter. Dr. Guerusey, who may be & very 
estimable citizen and a good enough ‘doctor, 
was, if he ws bonest in bis claims regarding tee 
Riehiwond and the Gypsy Meid Mines, either an 

Uy-deceſed mau, or a most incompetent 
judge of miterals. He was in QGoterado in the 
sucutier of 1841, and told Mr. Biague in Septem 
ber shat he Bad become in in certain 
Wining properties hear erton; nad seen 
them, and got the opiuiog of Prof. James Cherry 
on them. They were very valuable, and he and 
some other parties had purchased them for 
$250,000. 

GUERNSEY FROPOSED THAT BLAGUE 
should go in with him in the purchase. The 
Original parties vere Cherry, Burrows, Guern- 
sey, and Jones. fhe Snewcower wasto goin on 
the same footingwith these professed owners. 
Blague then sub@ribed $10,000 ut two different 
times, the last suxscription being upon represen- 
tations that adtitional properties were to be 
purchased. Blame put up $7,500 casb in the 
bands of Guerowy as trustee for the subscrib- 
ers, and he adds u bis affidavit that so far as 
knows, Cherry b without means other than 
moneys received by him from the defendant 
Guernsey out of he ubseripuons. 

PLUMAKR’S STATEMENT. 

John F. Plumurr. who is in business at No. 61 
Leonard street, lew York, is one of the parties 
who contributedfo the miumg enterprise of the 
defendants, and vas induced to make his sub- 
scriptions mide ly representations by Guernsey, 
Cherry, and Burbws. It appears that in his case, 
as with Blague, uernsey was the man who mado 
the first approacies to Plummer. He told about 
the same story, ad fairly dazzied Piummer with 
stories of the pritits of the Eclipse Mining & 
YySmeiting Cothpaly, which he considered one of 
the grandest schiines he bad ever had anything 
to do with. All Outributors were to be on pre- 
cisely the same boting: no one was to make any 
profits on the sat. Cherry also told parties 
who were being rorked that the profits of the 
Eclipse smeiter mile he was there were $62,000 
in about three weks, or upwards of $4,800 a day, 

Plummer was gathered in—frst subscribing 
$10,000, Nov. 3, 1881; then 65.000, Dec. 6; and 
subsequently $000. Guernsey, Cherry, Bur- 
rows, and Jonef kept working Plummer and 
urging him to g¢ his friends to subscribe. All 
the payments oj the subscriptions, Mr. Plum- 
mer says, were made to Dr. Eybert Guernsey, 
and the checks or to his order as trustee.
